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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for all owance because: Claims 1-20 are taught by prior art as cited in 
the previous Office action. R egarding the arguments that Theobold does not teach the shaping of the coverage area for its access point, 
examiner reiterates that Theobold teaches omnidirectional antennas (12,14) and a reflective member (20) releasably placed in a central 
position with respect to antennas 12 and 14 (fig. 3A). As cited in the previous Office action, It is inherent that when the reflective member 
20 is placed in a central position with respect to antennas 12 and 14 the omnidirectional antennas will now become directional (i.e., 
shaping the coverage area) due to the reflection of reflective member 20 and when the reflective member 20 is releasably attached the 
antennas 12 and 14 will not be directional but remain omnidirectional. 
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
